WOMEN'S LIQUOR BILLS, 


There Are Not Liable For Them, Say§ th« 


Indiana Supreme Court. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 27.—The 


supreme court, Monday, handed down 
an opinion declaring for the first time 
ihat a woman can not hold a license to 
sell liquor. 
The case came up from 


Jackson county on an appeal by Geo, 
A. Woodford et al., of this city, 
against Anna C. Hamilton et al., who 
lived in Jackson county, but whose 
saloon, "The Arcrde," was in Colum- 
bus, in Bartholomew county. 


The liquors were sold to the manager 


of the saloon for the benefit of the 
owner, the appellee. 
The 
woman 


failed to pay for the liquor bought and 
suit was brought. The case was then 
decided in the trial court that the bill 
could not be collected against a wom- 
an, because a woman can not hold a 
license or enter into a contract with 
liability in such a business. The court 
sustained the finding- and affirmed the 
judgment. 
Judge Dailey wrote the

Revision of the JSystem.

Both the Secretary and the Preildent Be- 


lleve It U Much Better to Stir Thl» Ques- 


tion Now—They Hop* That Congresg 


Will DevUe Some Remedy. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—As the see- 


•ond bond sale of the Cleveland admin- 
istration is out of the way, Secretary 
Carlisle will address himself to the fin- 
ishing touch upon his scheme for a re- 
form in the currency system of the gov- 
ernment. 


It will be remembered that Mr. Cleve- 


land^ in a statement denied that he had 
any plans in this direction, but assert- 
ed that Mr. Carlisle would present one 
which he would indorse. The secre- 
tary of the treasury does not favor a 
commission, as has been stated, which 
would only cause a postponement of 
legislation until the republicans or- 
ganize the house. He will submit his 
views to the .democratic'congress, so 
that it can pass judgment upon his 
scheme without delay. 


Jloth Mr. Carlisle and the president 


believe that it is much better to stir 
this question now than it is to post- 
pone it imtil another congress, when 
the uncertainty of Its fate at the hands 
of an opposition majority would be 
even more problematical than now, 
and when the political effect of bring- 
ing a new issue into the front on the 
eve of a presidential election might be 
disastrous. 


While the gold reserve will be re- 


stored to the 5100,000,000 basis by the 
arrangement with the Stewart syndi- 
cate, it is known to Mr. Carlisle, as 
well as to every other financier who 
has given the subject study, that the 
reserve will again dwindla, and that 
another bond sale will be necessary for 
its replenishment.

The latter are redeemable in coin, al- 
though representing a silver deposit, 
but the secretary of the treasury must 
pay gold when demanded by the holder 
of any fornvef United States currency 
other than silver certificates and na- 
tional bank notes.

WHISTLER AND THE MILLIONAIRE 


Just What Ronlly Occurred Upon a Cele- 


brated Oceanian, 


Here is a true version of an oft-told 


story of Whistler, the distortion bear- 
ing only a faint racial likeness to the 
original: 


A man from nowhere made a large 


fortune in London and at once pro- 
ceeded to indulge a genuine, if some- 
what crass, love of art. He sent agents 
the length and breadth of Europe to 
purchase the highest-priced pictures to 
be had; old masters, if possible; if not, 
copies by first-class artists, if they 
could be got to do the work. 'Modern 
artists were patronized in the original; 
in fact, he set up a private Luxem- 
bourg crossed with a spurious Louvre. 


The home he built him was magnifi- 


cent. No man in London with leanings 
toward -art had such a house. Every- 
body, or nearly everjrbody, who was 
invited went to see it, to remain, to 
feast, even to gaze upon the millionaire 
at his easel, brush in hand, the robes 
of Japan or of Greece flowing about 
him. 


But one crumpled roseleaf had the 


millionaire. Whistler would not go to 
his home. 
Millais, Tndema, Sargent 


and a hundred lights-, only a trifle or 
so less distinguished, had graced his 
board, but Whistler could not be got 
through the front door. When he saw 
the millionaire coining he whisked 
around the corner; his notes of invita- 
tion, of adulation, he did not con- 
descend to.open; he turned a deaf ear 
to importunities of mutual friends. 


The art millionaire was in despair. 


His wine turned to gall, his palette 
grinned at him, his sleep was infected 
with nightmare, which wore the dis- 
dainful ^smirk of Whistler. Even the 
famous white lock seemed to assume an 
air of lofty unattaiuableness. 


I short, he was miserable, for until 


Whistler, the exigeant, the eccentric, 
the impossible, set the cachet of his ap- 
proval, the art millionaire's position in 
the world of art was open to dispute. 


One day Whistler abruptly sent him 


word that ho -would call Tipon him the 
next morning- at ten o'clock. What ac- 
tuated the great man will never be 
known. The simplest explanation is 
that it was one of his many freaks. 


The art millionaire,, fairly palpitat- 


ing with joy, received Whistler at the 
entrance of his palatial home, effusive 
with welcome. Whistler bowed grave- 
ly. He uttered never a word. The 
millionaire offered his arm. Whistler 
took it impassively and permitted him- 
self to be conducted over the house. 
He walked thro\igh rooms filled with 
the treasures of Japan, of India, of 
Turkey; rooms hung with priceless 
tapestries, inlaid with rare porcelains; 
rooms representing apartments in an- 
cient Greece, Rome, Pompeii. He stared 
with fixed eyes and said never a word. 
A dining-room taken from a feudal 
castle, a hall arched like Cleopatra's 
bedrooms, whose silkca hangings could 
"have gone through the eye of a needle 
'—never a \vord. 


The host, much perturbed, but will- 


ing to make all allowances for the 
eccentricities of genius, finally flung 
aside the portieres of a great studio. 
In it were such couches and stuffs and 
curios as artists dream of. The easels 
were solid rosewood. Two-guinea-an- 
hour models awaited the leisure of the 
millionaire. Never a word. 
Whistler 


permitted his stony stare to roam from 
one object to another, then swung his 
host about, led him through the por- 
tieres, and made for the entrance. As 
they descended the grand staircase 
the millionaire burst forth: 


"Great heavens, Mr. Whistler! Ain't 


you going to say anything-?" 


Whistler turned abruptly and re- 


garded him for a moment^with a sol- 
emn stare. Then be brought his hand 
heavily down on the millionaire's back 
and exclaimed hoarsely: 


"It's amazing! And—there's—no—ex-

The Fatal Locality In Which Many 


Hal Steamer* Went Down-Names of 


Some of the Well-Remem- 


bered Boat*. 


The recent discovery of a sunken raft 


by Mayor Walbridge in the channel of 
the river above the Chain of Rocks, 
says the St. Louis Globe-Democrat, 
will bring to the minds of many of our 
old steamboat men the disasters that 
befell the marine craft of this city In 
that portion of the river now included 
In the harbor of St. Louis. The char- 
ter harbor of the city includes that 
stretch of the Mississippi river be- 
tween the mouth of the Missouri and 
the mouth of the Merrimac. That por- 
tion of the harbor under the care and 
control of the wharf and harbor com- 
missioner lies between the Chain of 
Rocks and the Rives des Peres. Prom 
the upper mouth of the Missouri to the 
foot of North Market street there are 
now lying- under the silt and sands the 
wrecks of over sixty boats and barges. 
Many of these steamboats were the 
largest, best equipped and speediest 
that ever walked the navigable water- 
ways of the country. They were In 
reality marine -palaces, 'such as,.this 
generation has not: seen. 


Sawyer's bend was the:fatal locality 


where .nearly all these splendid craft 
foundered and settled under the ahiftr 
ing- sands of the treacherous channel. 
Among the boats that were. loslr many 
now living will recall the following:: 
York State,. Southerner, Mary Blaln, 
Highland JMary, Grace Darling, Alle- 
gheny, Federal Arch, C. Buln, Tuba, 
Baltimore, John B. Carson, Philadel- 
phia, Edinburg, Challenge, Moderator, 
Nebraska, Sioux City, White Cloud, 
Omaha, New Admiral, Geneva, Warsaw, 
Empire City, Gov. Sharkey, Submarine 
No. 13, Saranac No. 2, War Eagle, Ben 
Johnson, Gerard B. Allen. Fanny Scott, 
Henry Adkins, Columbia, Silver Bow, 
R. J- Lockwood, Wild Duck. Nile, Vic- 
toria, Champion, Blue Lodge, Calhoun, 
Alma, Central City, Raven, Salvor, J. W.

Reiser, Pacific, Lulu Worth, Cornelia 
and Badger State. 


The above were sunk between the 


years 1855 and 1688. In addition to 
these there were twenty barges lost 
north of Bissell's point within the s&m* 
year. No record was kept of the "saw- 
yer" or cut lumber rafts that were lost 
south of Alton, but It has been esti- 
mated that the aggregate value was 
over a million dollars. 
Only two of 


the above-named boats, the Calhoun 
and Alma, were raised. The bones of 
all the others lie many feet beneath the 
sands, petrifying under the action of the 
waters. 
The actual loss in marine 


property to the merchants of St. Louis 
by the sinking of these boats was over 
five million dollars. It is a sad com- 
mentary upon the action of congress in 
its failure to provide adequate means 
for the removal of the cause of these 
disasters, and the general policy of 
making only dribbling appropriations 
for river and harbor improvements, 
that after 
18GO few, if any, of these 


marine pala«es were replaced with 
others. 
Many of the owners in the loss 


of this property lost not only all they 
had, but also lost courage because of 
the increasing dangers to the marine 
commerce of the immediate harbor of 
St. Louis.

The following- judgments were taken 


by Judge John J. Lentz, of Columbus, 
Ohio, on cognovit notes, before Judge 
Dever yesterday morning. * None of 
the parties reside in ticioto county, the 
greater number residing in Delaware 
and counties adjacent to Columbus. 
They are in reality parties of one firm, 
but have been engaged in business in 
different counties under different firm 
names. These men have become deeply 
indebted to the Citizens' bank, of Pros- 
pect, and are alleged to be on the verge 
of failure. 
Seeing this, the bank, 


through their attorney, Judge John J. 
Lenta, had the notes brought here last 
Saturday evening, and the defendants 
through its attorney, A. C. Woodrow, 
coefessed judgment to the amounts 
named in the notes and executions 
were issued. 


The notes were brought to and judg- 


ments taken in the courts at this place, 
so as to cause as little stir as possible 
in the counties where the defendants 
reside, and thereby enable the plaintiff, 
the Prospect bank, to obtain judgment 
against the defendants and execution 
issued before other creditors came in. 
Judge Dever continued court until 
Monday morning for the express pur- 
pose of acting on these judgments.
